Washington, April 13.—The flrst big 


legal contest arising out of the passage 
of the pure food and drug act of 1906 
had the right-of-way today in the su- 
preme court of the United States. The 
government waa making a last effort 
to sustain Its claim to the right to 
prosecute criminally persons who la- 
beled drugs or medicines with false 
statements about the curative proper- 
ties of their preparations. The point 
arose in the United States 
District 


court .in•. western Missouri, where an 
indictment, against Dr. O. A. Johnson 
waa quashed on the ground that, the 
act did not apply to false statements 
'about the curative properties of drugs, 
but only to false statements regarding 
the 
ingredients. 
Dr. Johnson- was 


charged with having- shipped in inter- 
state commerce drugs which, he stated, 
would cure cancer, but wnich the' gov- 
ernment claims."were entirely ineffec-; 
tlve and .worthless for that purpose." 


Ground of Attack, 


It is claimed on behalf of Johnson 


that if the law is to be interpreted as 
lorbirlding a statement about the cur- 
ative property of drugs, the act is un- 
constitutional. 
Such statements are 


defended as mere forecasts concerning 
a future event. Denial is made that 
they shguld be regarded as statements 
of facts. 
Physicians throughout the 


country would be in extreme peril, it 
is claimed by Johnson's attorneys, and 
•would hazard the 
risk of 
criminal 


prosecution 
by giving any 
written 


opinion to their patients or any expla- 
nation upon a prescription as to what 
it was intended to accomplish, where

Solicitor General Lehman In a brief

The lat- 
ter result is in design. The scheme is magnificent and 
ought not to fail. 


But the ways and means can come only through the 


people of Fort Wayne. Much must be done and pro- 
vision must be ample. It cannot be done in a day tor 
is it purposed or expected that huge burdens shnll be 
taken on to carry forward the work. 
There should, 


however, be a manifest public interest in the project. 
The beginning of the work ought not to be delayed.

The union label picture show, given 


under the auspices of the Kort Waym1 
Federation of Labor at Saengerbuml 
hall Wednesday evening, drew an at- 
tendance of between three 
hundred 


and four hundred men, women and 
children. The program consisted of:'" 
address by Collis Lovely, vice presi- 
dent of the Boot and Home Workers' 
International union, followed by mt>\ - 
in? pictures and pictures of 
union 


labels of the various crafts. 
In his 


address Mr. Lovely quoted example* 
i<i show that even where business men 
denied the right of others to organize, 
they themselves were organized into 
unions under higher sounding names. 
In part he said: 


"Business and professional men de:i\ 


the right of others to organize, and 
then the very thlnps for which th»y 
condemn the unions they are mos! 
strenuous in enforcing themselves. The 
whole thing In a nutshell is that if the 
worklnsmnn allows the employer t» 
make the rules, he may organize. The 
physicians are organized Into a union 
thoiifih they would be insulted to have 
it called a union, but I have facts to 
prove it In the. by-laws of the Jack- 
son County Medical society of Jncksn:! 
county, Missouri." 
At this point Mr 


Lovely took a. small 
leather bound 


volume from his pocket and quoted 
rates of Hie society, ranging from ?- 
to $1,000, which they were pledged I" 
maintain. 
He also' quoted an extrn'cl 


from the by-laws which said the pur- 
pose was to hnve a uniform rate mid 
to prevent litigation. 


"This is no more than 
what 
thr 


unions want to do," 
continued 
Mr. 


Lovely, "and I have no quarral with 
the physicians for making their rates, 
but I think It is time for them to stop 
criticising the trade unions. Lawyers I 
organized Into a union through their j 
bar association, undertakers through | 
the Funeral Directors' association, 'and ; 
so on with everything, find you pay a i 
trade union price for everything, and j 
yet wonder is expressed that the work- ' 
Ingmnn wants to organize. 
The trade • 


unions have tnken more women from i 
the factory and placed them 'In' the. 
home where they belong: taken more 
children from work and placed thorn 
in school and at the playground than i 
any other organization. 
The solution j 


of the' whole problem lies in the use of J 
the union label. 
| 


"If you belong- to ft unton and simply 


pay your dues and attend the meetings 
and then spend your wages 'for non- 
union goods you are not a good trade 
unionist. 'Take for instance a 'man's 
salary Is HS a wee*. 
He takes 25 


cents of this amount and' pays his 
dues; $2.75 .he ' takes for incidentals 
and spending money. The remainder 
of the money, $15, he turns over to his 
wife and gives her no Instructions 
where to buy, and she not knowing the 
result buys non-union goods. The rer 
suit of 'this is that the union man is 
contributing' 25 cents Towards the sup- 
port of his union and $15 towards de- 
stroying it. 


"The business men say that they 


j have.no interest in unions if approach- 


ed on the subject. In this they are 
vastly mistaken, and nave only to real- 
ize that a man making $3'a day will 
be a better customer than a man earn- 
ing less". The union label means peace 
and 
prosperity, an end 
to lockouts 


and strikes, and to this end we must 
buy goods bearing, the union label."
